Firs which raged for more than 


three hours Thursday morning prac 
tically destroyed the plant 
of the 


Hulshizer Milling company, locatec 
In Front street, between Main and 
Church streets. The blaze was dis- 
covered at about 9:30 o'clock ane 
burned until 11 o'clock when it had 
been controlled to such an extent 
that firemen were able to eater the 
building. 


While the fire was raging, mem- 
bers of tne company operating the mill 
stated that the 
approximate 
loss 


would 
be 
$20,000. 
Insurance 
amounting to about $9,000 carried 
tn the Millers 
Mutual 
Insurance 


company of Chicago is carried on the 
plant and contents. 
"It is early yet to talk about the 
future," said J. R. Hulshizer to the 
Advocate before the fire was extin- 
guished. 
"A reorganization 
will 
probably be the result. However, the 
mill will continue in operation." 


It was about 9:30 o'clock when 
the blaze was simultaneously dis- 
covered by several 
persons. Mrs. 


Susana Pheiffer residing immediately 
south of the mill, with only the alley 
between, was attracted by the smoke 
rolling from the building into the 
alley. 
A domestic 
at the Pheiffer 


home, Miss Celia Barr, 
discovered 
the blaze at the same time. 
The 
screams of the women attracted the 
attention of mill employes and at the 
same time Jesse Wise, one of the 
workmen In the mill sounded the 
alarm. 


Mrs. Fred Woodbridge, residing in 
East Main street also saw the blaze 
about the same time and used the 
telephone to send the alarm to fire 
headquarters. 


In a remarkably short 
. . — space of 
time, the fire department had appar- 
atus on the scene and within a few 
moments several 
streams 
had at- 
tacked the flames from 
the south 
and west sides. 


When Jesse Wise first saw the fire 
It was burning fiercely in the third 
floor or elevator portion of the mill, 
where vast quantities of Brain aro 
stored. 
The only theory offered as 


to the origin of the blaze is that a 
"hot box" on some of the machinery 
must have started an incipient blaze 
which spread rapidly through 
the 
dry, pine timbers. 
Already highly 


Inflammable, the 
conditions 
were 
made worse by the great amount of 
mill dust, the accumulation of years 
Fire Chief Bausch grasped the sit- 


uation quickly and immediately upon 
his arrival, he ordered every one of 
the three fire companies to the scene 


Within twenty minutes after the 


arrival of the first piece of apparatus 
eight streams of water were playing 
on the blaze from all sides of the 
building. 
By this time, the flames 


were leaping from each gable, sev- 
eral of tho windows and from the 
cornice under the 
I in roof. 


Because of the intense heat and 
dense smoke the fiemen found it im- 
possible to get into the upoer win- 
dows with the nozzles and they were 
compelled to bp satisfied with attack- 
ing tho flro from (be ground. 


With the blaze partially under con- 


trol, the services of a large number 
of volunteer firemen were secured, 
ladders were raised and the linos of 
hose placed to a better advantage. 


Only one line of hosp failed to de- 


liver satisfactory pressure, though 
there was a heavy drain on the water 
mains in the vicinity of the fire. This 
line was brought 
In 
from Church 
street and carried to the south end 
of the building. 
The 
plug 
man. 


fully opened and the stream was too 
weak to reach the gable where the 
blaze was leaping out, enshrouded in 
great clouds of smoke. 


This line was cut as quickly as pos- 


sible and a connection made with a 
hydrant in Church street where plen- 
ty of pressure was found. 


Service Director McCarthy learned 


of the disastrous blaze a few minutes 
after the alarm was sounded and he 
sot in touch with the waterworks 
pumping station, ordered 
the main 
leading to the reservoir shut off, giv- 
ing a direct pressure from the pumps 
into the water mains. 
The pressure 


Immediately jumped up 
from 105 


pounds, the 
normal 
pressure 
to 


about 125 pounds which is required 
for a big fire. 


This gave the firemen all the pres- 
sure they could handle, particularly 
with some of the lines where the 
firemen were located on roofs or lad- 
ders, where the footing was perilous. 


One line of hose was carried to the 
sable roof of a small one story build- 
ing immediately west of the burning 
structure. 
Three firemen braved the 
danger of slipping 
on the 
water 


soaked slate, to take the nozzle of 
ibis line into a window opening on 
.he roof. 
From this window 
the 
smoke poured as from the stack of 
a freshly fired locomotive. The men 
owered their heads, 
rammed 
the 


nozzle through the smoke filled win- 
dow and took turns in holding it in 
>osition while their companion re- 
urned for a breath of pure air. 


Another line of hose was carried 


o the roof of the Pfeiffer residence 
and the stream was directed Into a 
window in the gable in the south 
nd o£ the structure. This had a ten- 
dency to drive the blaze towards the 


The line on the north side of the 


building was soon carried to the roof 
of the engine room, where with their 
backs braced against the great brick 
smoke stack, firemen directed the 
stream into the windows. 


After the blaze was driven from 


these openings 
additional 
ladders 


were secured, the line was carried 
into the 
windowand 
though 
the 
smoke was intense, Ned Roe of the 
West Newark company and a number 
of volunteers entered the building 
with the first line to attack the blaze 
from the inside. 


Within a short time, one of the 


streams on the west side was carried 
up an extension lader and the fire- 
men with sponges tied over 
their 
nostrils and mouths, to protect them 
from the dense smoke, rammed the 
nozzle into the smoke and heat and 
held it In position while the stream 
was played on the burning timbers 
within. 


A few moments later, one stream, 


which was stationed upon top of a 
box car, on the east side was also 
carried into one of the upper win- 
dows. This car had been shunted on 
the track for the use of the firemen. 
This stream was manned by one reg- 
ular fireman and three tireless vol- 
unteers. One of these a colored man 
attired in the jersey of a bathing suit 
and corduroy Irousers, impressed the 
firemen and spectators with his will- 
ingness to brave any 
danger. 
He 


Rave his name as Charles Trainor 
and some of the employes of the 
carnival company in 'East Newark. 


An extension ladder placed against 
the building gave the men an oppor- 
tunity to take the nozzle to a point 
whore the burning interior could be 
reached with the greatest effect. An- 
other volunteer who worked heroic- 
ally was an oil well man, who refus- 
ed to a;ive his name. "I'm too busy,"

Washington, July lu — [Special.]— 


Much doubt is exprosed by many 
Democrats as to whether it is good 
policy to attempt reforms in a tariff 
bill, not reforms of the tariff, but reg- 
ulation ot speculating on the stock ex- 
changes. 
By incorporating un amend- 


ment regulating the sale of cotton fu- 
tures, practically making such sales 
prohibitive for speculation purposes, 
the f ranters of the tariff bill in the 
senate have opened the way to amend- 
ments relative to all kinds of agricul- 
tural products and stocks. The effect 
would be to prohibit the sales of stock 
unless the stock was actually to be de- 
livered. 


While Democratic senators voted for 


that provision many did so with re- 
luctance, for they fear that it will lead 
to much more than was at first Intend- 
ed. Besides, they claim that such leg- 
islation should have uu place on a tar- 
iff bill. 
;. 


Producer* Undecided. 


Producers of cotton and other prod- 


acts in which there is much specula- 
tion are undecided as to whether or 
not it is a good thing to wipe out the 
speculation in these articles. They 
fear that It will result in lowering 
prices by reason of the fact that much 
more cotton, wheat, pork and numer- 
ous products are>Bo!d than ever deliv- 
ered and that the sales may have a 
tendency to keep up prices. However, 
there has been a decided movement 
against the stock exchanges in the last 
few years which finds expression in 
congress. 


No doubt such a bill as that proposed 


twenty years ago by Senator Wash- 
burii of Minnesota and Congressman 
Hatch of Missouri might .find consider- 
able favor if presented now. It was 
called the anti-option bill and prohib- 
ited speculation in farm products. 


"Who Run the Home." 


Congressman Itucker of Missouri 


made a motion in the house, and ont> 
of the> leaders made an explanation of 
why it should not be adopted. "I reul 
ize,'' said Rucker, with some warmth, 
"that tny motion may not be acceptu 
ble to those who want to run the house.

many other chemists, resulted in the 
perfecting of the glycerine which is 
now so largely used in manufactures, 
medicine and the arts. Sheele made 
man yother important 
discoveries, 


including tartaric acid, chlorine anil 
baryta. 
He discovered arsoniuretted 


hydrogen and the green color still 
known as "Scheele's green." Other 
researches were concerned with an 
animal concretion from which he fifot 
for the first time uric acid. He dis- 
covered a new method of making cal- 
omen, which was the most valued 
medicine of the 
physicians of his 


time. He discovered that the acidity 
of sour milk was due to lactic acid. 
Another of his discoveries was the 
composition of tungston, since called 
scheelite. 
Prussia acid was another 


of his discoveries, and at first he 
was utterly unaware of its deadly 
poisonous character. 
Citric, malic, 


oxalic and gallic 
acids 
were also 


first described by this 
remarkable 


chemist.

INCENDIARISM

Liverpool, Juljj 10.—A dramatic 


confession of incendiarism was made 
by a well-known militant suffragette 
Mrs. Edith Rigby, wife of a physi- 
cian at Preston, to the magistrate 
sitting in the police court 'here to- 
day.

William H. Lever, causing damages 
estimated at $100,000.

er confessed to being the perpetra- 
tor of the outrage at the Liverpool 
Stock Echange on July 5, when 
bomb exploded 
but 
caused little 
damage.

tarily to the police. When arraigned 
today she gloried in

GROUNDS AGAIN 


IN LIMELIGHT 


Agitation of the question of rights 


of the Newark Country club to the 
former 
state encampment grounds 


near the west limits of Newark, re- 
sulted in a joint meeting of a com- 
mittee from council with the board 
of county commissioners Wednesday 
night 
at 
which a resolution 
was 


adopted providing that tne Newark 
Board of Trade be requested to turn 
over to the city council and county 
commissioners the deed to the camp 
ground property. 


It is intimated that a refusal -to 


comply with the request may be fol- 
lowed by mandamus proceedings. 


The 
agitation 
which 
recently 
sprung up regarding the ownership 
and control of the property, follows 
a decision of Attorney Genral Hogan 
to the effect 
that 
the property is 


rightfully that of the city and county 
jointly and that the Newark Board of 
Trade holds the deed to It as a trus- 
tee. 


When, a few years ago, it was the 


subject of a special act of legislature, 
the governor was authorized to turn 
it over to the Board of Trade of 
Newark. This was after the state had 
abandoned it as an encampment site, 
and after funds 
had been solicited 


generally in Newark to purchase the 
land. 


It is contended now on behalf of the 


city and county that the income from 
rental of $600 per year to the Newark 
Country club, is expended back 
on 


improving the grounds. Members of 
the joint committee say that while 
the public is said to be welcome on 
the grounds, It is a fact that visitors 
are subject to the rules of the country 
club management and uo not have 
free access to the grounds ana build- 
ings. 


Opposed to this is the claim of the 


Country club officers 
and members 


that since the club is paying an an- 
nual rental for the grounds, its offi- 
cers are in rightful control of 
the 


grounds and are entitled to the priv- 
ileges exclusively if they see fit so to 
order. 


In short, those opposed to the

for his name. The oil man climbed a 
small ladder, hooked o\er a windiw 
bill, stood on the sill while he kicked 
the window frame in. He was then 
able to enter the building and soon 
located the blaze which the streams 
had not been able to reach up to that 
time. 
In about a half hour after 


these streams were carried into the 
burning structure, the blaze was offi- 
cially pronounced "out"' and the out- 
tap sounded. 


Fifteen minutes after the depart- 


ment went to work on the blaze, men 
in the employe of the company, as- 
sisted by numerous volunteers start- 
ed the stupendous task of moving a 
portion of flour, feed and gram stor- 
ed in two small buildings connected 
with the burning structure 
by un- 


loading sheds. 


A half dozen 
wagons, 
a motor 


truck and other conveyances were 
backed to the windows and the sacks 
passed from the 
interior. 
It was 


feared that the fire might communi- 
cate with these buildings and that 
the immense quantity of stock would 
be ruined.
